"W hat I said in Pittsburgh that 
such modification of the Volstead act 
should be made as will prevent drunk­ 
enness and accomplish a respect not 
only for the liquor but for all laws.

We have so increased our 
educational requirements for the 
professions that our boys 
and 
girls must spend, after complet­ 
ing their public school courses, 
from seven to nine years in col­ 
leges and universities before ad­ 
mission* to the professions. 
I 
am not opposed to this raising 
of the standards, but it invites 
the suggestion th at we are build­ 
ing up an aristocracy of wealth 
and depriving the children of 
people of moderate means of an 
equal opportunity of advance­ 
ment in life. 
I invite public a t­ 
tention to this problem and will 
favor such legislation as, in co­ 
operation with our institutions 
of higher learning, will help open 
wider their doors to our young 
people without means who are 
willing to strive and to sacrifice.

I recognize that our sys­ 
tem of government contemplates 
three branches, the Executive, 
the legislative, and the Judicial, 
which are intended to be inde­ 
pendent and to act the one as a 
check against the other. 
If 
elected it will be my aim to main­ 
tain this independence and not 
to encroach, or attempt to en­ 
croach^ on the exercise by the 
other branches of their parti­ 
cular functions. 


11. 
I am in favor of extend­ 
ing and protecting our State for­ 
est areas; and would favor re­ 
medial legislation to 
preserve 
the purity of our streams. This 
will provide a future supply of 
timber to our people, assure the 
supply of pure water, regulate 
the flow and control 
of 
our 
streams, and afford protection 
and breeding places for game 
and fish. 


12. 
I believe in economy in 
public affairs, and if elected I 
will, as Governor, submit to the 
Legislature a complete budget of 
estimated revenues and expendi­ 
tures of the general and all spe­ 
cial funds. 
It would not be my 
purpose to divert any moneys 
from such funds as the game, 
fish, motor, or trust funds from 
-the use to which they ara now 
dedicated. 
They should be ex­ 
pended for those purposes and 
none other. 
But there are a 
number of special funds created 
only to provide salaries for em­ 
ployes and not charged in the 
present budget. 
I advocate the 
total abolition of these and the

I stand upon my record 
as a Member of the House and 
the Senate on agriculture, labor 
and humane legislation.

I stand for the readjust­ 
ment and equalization 
of 
the 
burden of taxation and its re­ 
duction. whenever the same can 
be done without prejudice to the 
interest of good government 
and the obligations which de­ 
volve upon the Commonwealth, 
and the repeal of special taxes as 
speedily as the same 
may

done,

I have always urged the 
strictest superv ision of the bank­ 
ing. insurance and building as­ 
sociation businesses under en­ 
lightened State laws, which will 
encourage thrift upon the part 
of our people and 
adequately 
protect their savings and invest­ 
ments, and I shall undertake to 
see that these very important 
functions of the Government are 
administered by high class of­ 
ficials competent to handle the 
intricate problems surrounding 
them.
